Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Ort. 16 ( A P ) — Allied Fifth 
Army troops, knifing deeper north of the Volturno and Galore 
rivers against fierce counterattacks, have captured Gaizzo 
and Amorosa, and the Germans appear to be trying to break 
away from their positions near the mouth of the Volturno, 
Allied headquarters announced today. 
Gaizzo, in the lulls a mile north of the Volturno, and 
Amorosi, five miles away on the east hank give the Allies 
control of the area in the junction of the two rivers, where 
the Volturno bends northward. 
Bitter fighting raged in this 
sector. 
Crashing speedily through heavy enemy resistance in 
central Italy, the British Highth Army seized the vital road 
junctions of Vinchiaturo and Campobasso, striking into posi­ 
tion to menace the whole Hank of the Nazi defenders on the 
Volturno line. 
Boche In Severe ‘Position 
Official reports from Lt.-Gen. Mark W . Clark's frontline 
headquarters indicated the Germans apparently were trying 


I to disengage from close quarter combat, especially near the 
mouth of the Volturno where British units which landed in 
amphibious action now are strongly entrenched. 
So far, despite sharp counterattacks to cover such with­ 
drawal, the enemy has been unable to succeed because of 
constant attacks by American and British troops. 
Several bridges now have been thrown across the river, 
and the Fifth Army poured heavy equipment including tanks 
over the waterway.

Double check 
all bits of advice to make sure they 
fit your particular car. 
Something to Look Into 
Because many of the late model 
cars were equipped with pressure 
caps for the radiator it will be pas­ 
sible to use alcohol this winter with 
lese risk of losses through evapora­ 
tion and boiling over. Pressure has 
to build up to around four pounds 
before the special spring valve in 
the cap opens. 
But be sure the 
cap's valve Is working properly and 
that the gasket around the cap Is 
in good condition. 
Any break in 
the seal will put the cooling system 
right back into the ordinary cate­ 
gory wherein alcohol Is likely to be 
a disappointment. 
If you are like millions of other 
motorists you probably have a hard 
time remembering whether a cold 
spark plug should be used for a 
hot engine or a cold one. 
Would 
It help you to consider the parallel 
case wherein you order a cold drink 
on a hot day and a hot one on a 
cold day? 
Cold plugs are for en­ 
gines that operate at too high a 
temperature. These have a shorter 
insulator which thus provides more 
rapid escape of heat from the elec­ 
trodes to the engine head. 
If an 
engine runs too cool you use a hot­ 
ter plug, one that is less efficient 
in conducting heat from the points 
to the engine. 
There are. as you 
may know, a wide variety of heat 
types for the equally wide variety 
of engines. In making a change It 
is important never to go more than 
one step in the heat range at a time. 
Try a cooler or a hotter plug and 
then, if this doesn’t do the trick. 
go one step farther whichever way 
is indicated. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“I still think ifs a good idea to 
look for the most likely causes of 
car trouble first, even though they’ll 
probably think you're lazy. 
When 
hydraulic brakes go bad ifs .'mart 
to suspect that there isn’t enough 
fluid in the reserve tank.

engine stalls, check the fuel supply; 
and if the engine overheats, always 
check water, oil and fan belt first.

Whether to adhere to a mileage 
basis for oil change or to change in 
accordance with the seasons is a 
question whiclthas. during the war 
at least, been answered for us Most 
cars are well below 4,000 miles an­ 
nually. which means th at if their 
owners adhered to the usual custom 
there wouldn’t be enough changes 
to get rid of the diluent. Changing 
oil for the four seasons is what 
might now be called the bare mini­ 
mum; smart owners changing more 
often. 
There is an old rule which 
seems to be especially framed for 
today’s motoring. 
It is simply the 
bromide that it is better to change 
oil often than not enough. 
If the tubes nre getting porous,

This will serve to seal the 
minor leaks and prevent damage to 
the shoes through underinflation.
